Dangers Bovine Tuberculosii. 


Dr. George Glover, chairman of the 


department of tho state association 
whlcft is studying veterinary probleAis, 
believes that America will have to sur- 
renderTts radical ideas if the tuDercu- 
logis problem among the lower animals 
is to be solved. 
This la V«ry ivloaely related to hu- 


man tuberculosis," says Dr. Glover, 
because the disease is communicable.
